ridicule, and maliciously put said libel 
into circulation, and promulgated, ex- 
hibited and distributed It for the pur- 
pose of making it known to others and 
thereby in fact did make it known tc 
others and aided and assisted In pro 
mulgating, exhibiting and distributing 
it.

Japanese Interpreter Discharged by 


Judge Makes Astonishing 


Statement. 


Chester Doyle has been discharged 


0 
from the position of Japanese Inter- 
preter of the Circuit Court of the First 
Circuit of Hawaii. Judge Humphreys 
"let out" Mr. Doyle yesterday with a 
polite note of fifty words. Mr. Doyle 
says he will not seek reinstatement but 
>et he feels half mystified about his 
dismissal. He was appointed only re- 
cently. 


"To-day I received the following let- 


ter from Judge Humphreys," j said Mr. 
Doyle last night: 


August 15, 1900. 


My dear Sir.—Conceiving thafthe In- 


terests of public justice will be thereby 
subserved, I have to request that you 
tender your resignation as Japanese 
interpreter for the Circuit Court of the 
First Circuit, by Saturday, August 
ISth, 1900I remain, my dear sir,

"Of course under this letter there 


was nothing left for me to do but re- 
sign, which I did, sending the follow- 
ing:

Sir:—In compliance with your request 


of this date I herewith tender you my 
resignation as Japanese Interpreter for 
the Circuit Court of the First Circuit, 
the same to take effect Immediately.

"I resigned as I do not feel Justified, 


as a matter of self-respect, In serving 
under him any longer," said Mr. Doyle. 
"No reasons have been given for my 
dismissal besides those contained In 
Judge Humphreys' letter, but 
from 


some things that happened to-day I 
am convinced that Judge Humphreys 
has removed me for certain services 
by me to the Grand Jury and the At- 
torney General. 
However,^ you,, can 


Judge for yourself. 
^ 


" "Let me first state that I am the of- 
ficial Interpreter of the police depart- 
ment as well as Interpreter for the 
Circuit Court. Both positions I nave 


>, publicly held since the year 1892, bar- 


ring an Interval of some eight months. 
As official interpreter of the police de- 
partment "my chief services, of course, 
are in connection with the Japanese, 
but I also hold a commission as a po- 
lice officer from the department and 
from time to time render any service to 
the department that'I am called upon 
to perform. 


"As official Interpreter of the First 


Circuit, when the Grand 
Jury was 


summoned and I was called upon to 
render services to that body, I went 
to Judge Humphreys and asked him 
what I should do. He Informed me 
that I was to place myself at the dis- 
posal of that body and render them 
any services that I could, and as a 
matter of fact, with his knowledge and 
approval, I have accompanied the 
Grand Jury on different Investigating 
trips throughout the town. If my rela- 
tions with the police department and 
the fact that I hold a commission as a, 
police officer, In the Judgment of Judge 
Humphreys, has unfitted me to act as 
official Interpreter, I have nothing co 
say, beyond this: I held these posi- 
tions without concealment and at the 
request of the Government, and the 
responsibility rests with the Govern- 
ment and1 the authorities, not myself, 
on this point 


"If Judge Humphreys had given any 


such reason and at the same time rec- 
ognized that I personally was not In 
fault, I would, have no complaint to 
make, but up to the date of my dismis- 
sal he Intimated nothing of the kind to 
me. and in fact was responsible for the 
work that I have been doing in assist- 
ing the Grand Jury. 


"Returning now to what occurred to- 


day. This afternoon, about 2 o'clock, 
I was having a conversation "with At- 
torney General Dole, In the Circuit 
Court room, In reference to the case of 
Avery, who recently was charged with 
embezzlement before the District Court 
and whose case, as I understand, was 
being Investigated before the Grand 
Jury: In fact I was under subpoena at 
the time to appear as a witness befote 
the Grand Jury. Following out some 
Instructions given In that conversation 
by the Attorney General I went im- 
mediately from him to the telephone in 
the clerk's office and telephoned to the 
High Sheriff that the Attorney General 
wanted the police officer who made the 
arrest of Avery and also the officer that 
searched him when Avery was brought 
into the station house from the Aus- 
tralia. Judge Humphreys / overheard 
the conversation and within four or 
five minutes of the time that I tele- 
phoned a messenger boy handed me a 
letter from Judge Humphreys that I 
have quoted to you, and the Ink was 
not yet dry on the letter. I may be 
mistaken, but my conviction Is that 
fudge Humphreys, for some rea~ao,n or 


other, took offense at what I then did. 
I was some ten or fifteen minutes in 
conversation with Attorney General 
Dole before I went to the telephone. 


"One thing is certain, whether Judge 


Humphreys has Intended that result or 
not, 
employees of the 
government 


coming within the reach of Judge 
Humphreys' power are In a state of 
fear, and this Is the case with men who 
are riot cowardly by any means, for it 
a. man's bread and butter depends upon 
his salary, and particularly if he has a 
family dependent on his pay. such a 
situation is apt to 
Influence almost 


anyone. Of course I am not In the 
wife and family category, and think 
that 1 will still be able to raise three 
meals a day, but I really am sorry for 
men up there who are In a position 
where they cannot speak up without 
losing their positions and thus inflict- 
ing Injury on their families. 


•What I did to-day and what, evi- 


dently. I have lost my official head for, 
was done in the service of the Attor- 
ney General and the Grand Jury, and 
while I do not intend to make any at- 
tempt to secure reinstatement, I do in- 
tend to take steps to see if the obliga- 
tion of the Attorney General and of the 
Grand Jury to protect those carrying 
out their behests can 
be Interfered

Poisoned His Father. 


FRESNO, August 4.—Fred Himes 


aged 13 years, made the startling con- 
fession to-day that he had poisoned his 
father. The father, W. M. Himes. liv- 
ing In this city, had been at the County 
Hospital for several days, and his case 
baffled the attending physicians To- 
day the boy made a full confession to 
the officers and Is now In Jail.

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HAWAIIAN* AND LABOR. 


It Is often urged by demagogues that 


the native Hawaiian boa been crowded 
/out of his old avocations by white ra- 
pacity and unfriendliness. The charge 
is never true, for an examination of the 
facts will show that where the natives 
have lost ground the fault Is due to 
their own unwillingness to meet the re- 
quirements of a commercial civiliza- 
tion. 


The point Is being shown on the wa 


terfront every day 
For years the na- 


tives had a monopoly of loading and 
unloading ships 
They did good work 


and got fair pay. Lately wages have 
gone up somewhat with two results 
which. In the nature of things, 
are 


bound to be unfortunate for Hawaiian 
labor. 
In the first place, having a 


taste of blood, the native dockmen are 
demanding more and more despite the 
fact that Japanese coolies will do the 
same work for much less, secondly. 
having regular accumulations of gpod 
pay while they work they lay oft to 
spend It on creature comforts, caring 
nothing how busy their employers may 
be or how much their aid may be re- 


' quired. Finally such men have to go 


because their services are too expen- 
sive and uncertain. 


The whole thing Is a source of mel- 


ancholy to old frtends of tSe HsEwalian 
but there seems to be no external 
remedy. The cane fields call for ac£lve 
hands but no Hawaiian responds. The 
trades are open but the Asiatics, 'by 
superior thrift and Industry, are grad- 
ually possessing them. Even the old 
Hawaiian taro fields are being worked 
by Chinese. The wide ocean teems 
with fish, the market price of the edl- 
ble^is high and the Hawaiian used to 
be an expert fisherman. Why does he 
not man his fleets of canoes and seek 
the spoils of the finny chase7 If he 
fishes at all he lays off until the pro- 
ceeds of the catch are spent, never 
thinking for a moment that he ought 
to do business In a business-like way. 
And all the while he looks askance at 
the haole whom he thinks has deprived 
him of his birthright. 


The Hawailans have many able lead- 


ers but not many serviceable ones. 
There are leaders who teach the beau- 
ties of office-holding and the delights 
of political revenge and who draw has- 
heesh pictures of lazy elyslums to 
come, but there is no apostle of indus- 
try and thrift, no native Ben Franklin 
to inspire the prudent virtues. The 
wise Hawaiians will long for his com- 
ing as the Indians of Mexico longed for 
the return of Montezuma. He would 
be indeed the savior of the race, the 
world-wise industrial 
Messiah of a 


drowsing people. A nation that lies 
down to rest while Its condition de- 
mands toll degenerates and dies; but 
who can predicate such misfortunes of 
a people that make the anvil ring and 
the furrow lengthen and who go down 
to the sea in ships?

are 


agents. 


The Magdeburg policy Is on what is 


known as the "standard form." This 
form contains a 
provision that the 


•Company "will not be responsible for 
any loss or damage by fire occasioned 
by the invasion of a foreign enemy, in- 
surrection, civil commotion, riot, or 
military or usurped power." 


The insurance companies having poli- 


cies under this form claim that the 
•conditions existing In Honolulu at the 
time the loss occurred constituted a 
"civil commotion," in that they were of 
an extraordinary and abnormal char- 
acter, which had not been foreseen or 
•contemplated by the Companies at the 
time of making the 
Insurance 
con- 


tract; that It was more dangerous to 
the companies In fact than would have 
been a riot or insurrection, in that the 
•Government Itself was creating the 
fires, and that ordinary protection from 
fires to wit: the Fire Department and 
the owners of the property, was not 
only lacking, but the Fire Department 
itself was the agency through which 
the destruction by fire was carried out.

HumphreysGives Third 


Charge, 


Advised not to Dig Too Deeply into 


/ Honolulu's Past-News of 


The Courts. 


(From Wednesday's Dally ) 


A third charge to the Grand Jury was 


£i\en by Judge Humphreys Just before 
the Jury retired to take up Its work for 
the day. In this the Judge referred to 
statements and charges made In the pa- 
pers within the past few days and direct- 
ed the Jury not to ^s too deeply Into the 
past in Investigating the moral condition 
of Honolulu. The charge was, In full, as 
follows: 


Mr. Foreman and Gentlemen o£ the 


Grand Jury: I desire to direct your at- 
tention to a matter Which I feel It proper 
to advert to at this time. Since the be- 
ginning: Of this term, and since the organ- 
ization Of this Jury, certain statements 
have been made In the public p-ess. I de- 
sire to say to you, gentlemen of the 
Grand Jury, that you are not to concern 
yourselves with any matter or thing, by 
whomsoever It may purport Jo have been 
written or signed, which appears In the 
publlc'press of this city or in any public 
press. You are to concern yourselves 
with crimes that have been or are alleged 
to have been committed, and with such 
matters as this Court charged you to In- 
vestigate and report on. We are concern- 
el with present evils and conditions. Let 
us look hopefully to the future, care for 
the present and not dig up things of the 
past. On the 12th day of August, 1898, the 
Republic of Hawaii passed into history. 
Like any other historical fact. It is sub- 
ject to criticism and censure, If criticism 
and censure be deserved. It is not for you 
to determine whether or not certain con- 
ditions did prevail here prior to the 12th 
day of August, 18S8. It Is a matter of 
which you can absolutely take no cogni- 
zance. It is not within your duty to de- 
termine whether or not the Monarchy was 
overthrown; whether 
or 
not 
troops 
were properly landed here from an Amer- 
ican man-of-war. It is a matter of some 
historical importance as to whether or not 
Mary, Queen of Scots, was rightfully be- 
headed, but this Grand Jury is not to 
concern itself with that any more than 
as to whether the Hebrew or the Gentile 
religion is the proper' religion. Such In- 
vestigation, while opening up a wide field 
of enquiry, would be absurd. You will not 
be Influenced "by anything said in the pub- 
lic press. There are many things said in 
the press that are true, and, unfortunate- 
ly. many things are said In the press that 
are untrue; but It Is not your business 
and place to run a threshing machine 
through all of the idle remarks made from 
time to time In the public press. With this 
caution you may retire. 


In the afternoon the Grand Jury did not 
hold any session, meeting only to depart 
In a large carriage to pay a visit to the 
Insane Asylum, the Penitentiary and oth- 
er public institutions. They remained an 
hour and a. half at the Insane Asylum, 
and alter going thoroughly over it thcj 
went to the Penitentiary, which they also 
carefully looked ovei\
